Murder on the High Seas 


A U.S. Consul on the U-Boat Bar- 
barism 


Wesley Frost, for some years the 
consul of the United States at 
Queenstown, Ireland, was entertain- 
ed by the Cleveland. chamber of 
commerce recently, and in the 
course of. some remarks on his ex- 
periences while consul declared that 
to his personal knowledge “ten 
thousand: men, women and children 
have been killed by German submar- 
ines. 

“Every month sees losses equal to 
those of the Lusitania horror,” he 
said. “At this moment the poor fel- 
lows from two to three vessels are 
fighting for breath. The ocean south 
of Ireland is the most crowded high- 
wey of commerce in the world. On 

ne day I have seen merchant 
ships in all directions like a vast pa- 
rade. As consul at Queenstown for 
three years ended last June, I report- 
ed to our government upon the des- 
truction by submarine of 81 differ- 
ent ships carrying American citizens. 
I collected at first hand this evi- 
dence, verified it, and placed it in 
legal foxm.

GIVING EYES TO 
THE BLIND 


Of all the scientific marvels 
incident to the reconstruction 
of wrecked humanity, that of 
providing eyes for the blind 
seems the most wonderful. 

Yet it is declared that, Dr. 
Fourier d’Albe has perfected an 
electro-optical device by which 
it is actually possible to enable 
blind persons to read ordinary 
letter press by ear. The print- 
ed sheet is placed over a slab 
with an aperture upon which 
is projected a beam of light 
from anilluminated dise. By 
means of selenlum exposed to 
the light reflected. from the 
type sounds are produced which 
vary with the form of the let- 
ters. These sounds are carried 
into a telephone instrument. 

This instrument has an ap- 
paratus for magnifying the 
sounds and thus magnified they 
are conveyed to the ear, 

In short, each letter is given 
its own particular sound by this 
process. lt is declared that the 
totally blind person may in 
three or four days learn the al- 
phabet as thus produced and 
that in a comparatively short 
time he will be able to read at 
the rate of 25 to 30 words a 
minute. The device has been 
tested to a considerable extent 
with blind soldiers,

_ IMPORTANT PART AT THE FRONT 


SUPPLYING TIMBER FOR ROADS 


AND DUGOUTS 


-wo Canadian Forestry Companies are Now Working in the 
French Army Territory, Clearing Timber From Ground but 
Recently Captured. From the Enemy

Lhe silitia department has receiv- 
Wi iwo interesting reports 
somparatively recent operations in 
France of Canadian railway and for- 
estry corps. In régard to the latter, 
fi is said, that twelve new compan- 
fes of the Canadian forestry corps 
iave arrived in France, making a to- 
tal of 42 now in the country, with 
a total strength of 270 officers and 
*,233 other ranks. ‘These figures do 
,ot include the second Canadian 
sonstruction company (colored) 11 
, ficers and 420 other ranks. A very 
‘urge quantity of mill machinery and 
«<‘gging equipment has been receiv- 
wd. . 

The report states that the sixth 
company situated in the English 
army area, continues to increasé its 
output. The production of the com- 
panies in this area proved of great 


value during the Vimy and Mes- 
fines attacks, a large quantity _of 
timber of all descriptions haying 


been supplied for roads, dugouts, gun 
emplacements and mining operations, 

Two newly-arrived Canadian for- 
estry companies vyhave been dispatch- 
ed to the French army area where 
operations have commenced in a 
forest which was a short time ago 
held by the enemy, who had a saw- 
mill, There are still on the ground 
a large number. of trees felled by 
Huns, who had been driven from the 
territory before they could convert 
them into the lumber, It has been 
established also that the German 
army has been in the habit of send- 
in Thee from this front to Germany. 
he operations of these companies 
will be within a few kilometres of 
the firing line and it has been neces- 
sery to have all men equipped with, 
and trained in the use mj gas hel- 
mets. They have also been equipped 
with steel helmets. 

The report on the Canadian rail- 
way troops stated that during the 
faonth of July alone these forces: lo- 
cated 82 miles of the narrow gavge 
vailway and 21 miles of wide gauge. 
In addition, they ballasted over 100 
miles of railway and kept other lines 
in repair, During the month nearly 
300 miles. of railway line was being 
maintained by this force which num- 
bers approximately 8,000 men, Casu- 
alties during the period totalled 3 
officers and 86 men. The report states 
that a number of battalions engaged 
in narrow guage works were employ- 
ed close behind the lines: This neces- 
sitates the railway lines being con- 
striicted close up to the firing line 
and on account of the increased 
shelling of back areas on the part of 
the enemy, a great amount of re- 
pair work had to be done

Of all the European neutrals, none 
has suffered so from German fright- 


fulness as Norway. Others have ~en- 
dured losses of life and property at 
sea, but not in the same measure. 
And these have carried on a very 
profitable trade with Germany, which 
might be regarded as compensation, 
if compensation for such injuries 
were possible. The Norwegian mer- 
chant marine, which atthe begin- 
ning of this year totalled 2,252,395 
tons, is nearly as large as that of 
Holland, with 1,611,320 tons, and 
Sweden with 1,128,435 tons, combin- 
ed and it is five times larger than 
that of Denmark, with 587,556 tons.

It 
has been said that one purpose of the 
attacks on neutral tonnage has been 
to cripple Germany’s business rivals 
at sea, and this peculiar hostility to 
the first of the Scandinavian naval 
Powers seems to prove it. No nation 
ever was worse used by another 
with which it was supposed to be at 
peace. 

It would be easier to sympathize 
with Norway in her predicament, to 
lend an attentive ear to her plea for 
exemption from an American embar- 
go, if she had resented the German 
attack with more spirit. Her posi- 
tion, it should be noted, is by no 
means so difficult as that of Holland 
or of Denmark, Nor has she pro- 
z¢rman_ inclinations like Sweden. 
While the allies keep the German 
fleet in port Norway is in no danger 
of invasion, unless from Sweden, 
and this is too remote a contingency 
to be considered. Getmany has of- 
fered her an amplé casus bell, ‘and 
she can accept it and defend her na- 
tional security and her national hon- 
or without invoking destruction, She 
could be of great service to the allies 
and they are in a position to protect 
her. But since she remains supine 
tnder injury, she cannot expect the 
United States to except her from the 
operations of the embargo.-Phila-

written just before he died on the 
battle: The letter was writ- 
ten to a British officer whom the 
French correspondent had known in 
peace times and given to the Asso- 
hited Press for publication, It says 
in part: 

“Before the war, I tried to under- 
stand the English so far as a man 
could; -who does fot care much for 
travel and is content to study a peo- 
ple by its works. I had read those 
books which in France we believed 
to represent the best of what modern 
England was writing. 

“Moderh England to me was a 
very sombre country. I. saw,it ak 
ways in my mind with those gray wet 
skics that we used to think of (and 
in that no doubt we were wrong, 
too) as the habitual sky of England. 
For such skies suited the England 
that I knew. There were heavy 
storm clouds always low over the 
England where Mr. Hardy’s tragic 
figures stepped, bravely cnough, to 
their doom; and an unbroken gray 
sky over that troubled, unhappy, mis- 
managed England of Mr. Wells. I 
knew that France was often unhappy, 
and often all astray, and yet I knew 
too, that the old unconqucrable Gal- 
lic soul was still in her people. But 
if you knew her only from the works 
of modern French writers, what 
would you think? What were you in 
England thinking before the war? I 
ought to have suspected that I did 
not know England. Instead I wond- 
ered often where was the soul of 
England that had been, that Shake- 
speare had written about and boasted 
of. His words of England showed 
passion almost too great for words. 


Were there none to write of her 
now, or was she unworthy? There 
were many in France thinking the 


same as I. We distrusted all poli 


tics and judged no people by what 
their public men said and did. 
“And so the war came, and we 


wondered during those five days of 


suspense what England would do. 
How should we know? We did not 
know her. I had only known her 


from books, and such knowledge did 
not seem to promise much at such a 
crisis. 
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CANADA AND THE WORLD'S 


Capable of Producing More Wheat Than is Grown in All the 
Principal Countries of the World Outside Central Powers 


It was with considerable satietac- 
tion that readers in all allied coun- 
tries received the statement made a 
short time ago by the Institute of 
Agriculture at Romé that 1917 had 
seen an increase itt the wheat crop 
of the principal countties of the 
world, outside of the central powers, 
of 3.3 per cent. over 1916. . These 


figures were based on returns from 
Spain, Franct, Scotland, Ireland, 
Switzerland, Canada, the . United 


States, India, Japan and Algeria, 
which countries are this year esti- 
mated to show a.total wheat produc- 
tion of 1,665,448,000 bushels, At the 
same time these same _ countries 
show an increase in their barley crop 
of 2.4 per cent.; an increase in their 
rye crop of 10.7 per cent.; an increase 


in their oat crop of 19.9 per cent, 
and an increase in their corn crop 
of 25.3 per cent. That such increases 
should be possible among nations, 
most of whom are engaged in war, is 
in itself a tribute to the productive 
energy of manhood. 

The enormous total of 1,665,448,000 
bushels of wheat is so great that it 
refuses ‘to be grasped by the human 
mind without some units of compar- 
ison. If this crop of wheat were 
loaded into freight cars, 1,000 bush- 
els to the car, and cach car occupied 
forty feet on the railway track, it 
would represent one solid loaded 
train 12,617 miles in length—more 
than enough to reach half way round 
the orld at the equator. These 
loaded cars, without engines, would 
occupy stven-cights the entire track- 
age of the Canadian Pacific railway, 
known as the world’s greatest trans- 
portation company. 

There is, however, another point 
of view, and a very appropriate one 
at this particular period when the 
agricultural countries are called upon 
to produce the utmost pound of food.

1917, by Spcin, France, . Scotland, 
Ireland, Switzerland, Canada, United 
States, Tndia. Japan and Algeria 
combined, The single province of 
Alberta can produce as much wheat 
as all of these countries and have 
more left over than was grown in 
1917 in all Canada. 

OF course, it is impossible, as a 
practicable matter, to put every ar 
able acre of land in any country in 
wheat, but if we say for the sake of 
illustration that one third of the ar- 
able land in these provinces is sum- 
mer-fallowed, dne third sown to 
coarse grains or pasture, and one 
third to wheat, the proportion . that 
is sown to wheat will produce a 
greater crop than that already men- 
tioned as being grown hy all the 
countries before referred to. 

These figures anay be interesting 
generally for the great comparison 
which they afford. but they must also 
earry the conclusion that the world 
is a very lone way fram having ex- 
heusted its food producing possibili- 
ties. Any scarcity of food  produc- 
tion which may’ at present exist is 
traceable almost entirely to an im- 
proper distribution of population.
